There ‘was an 
hour’s discussion, and then a four hours’ 
interval, after which the conference met 
again at 4 o’clock: and sat tHl 9 in the 
evening. It is to be continued tomorrow 
morning, when the Prime Minister will 
listen to the claims of both ‘sides. sepa- 
rately. 

Some advance has thus been made, ‘but 
it is not a great advance. ‘The main 
difficulties still remain to be tackled, 
and tonight’ the situation was. compli- 
cated by the issue of a manifesto by the 
Triple. Alliance -which’ had been drawn 
up in the morning, before the negotia- 
tions opened, and which it is considered 
would not have been sent out tonight 
Kad the day’s discussions been alto- 
gether satisfactory. 

At midnight it is by no means certain ' 
that the great strike threatened by the 
Triplé Alliance will not break out Tues- 
day night.

Lioyd George Addresses the Conference. 


When the coal owners and the Miners’, 
Executive met at the Board of Trade at 
this morning, the conference was 
opened by a twenty-minute speech from 
Premier Licyd Géorge. . Some questions 
as to interference *with pumping having 
been settled by assurances from both 
owners and miners, the Prime Ministetr 
said: 

‘Having disposed of that preliminary 
very satisfactorily, I hope we shall eet 
to the more formidable business in the 
same spirit of-good-will and conciliation.

134 Were Detained on Guida

Sixtéen indictments, the first. under 
the new Prohibition Enforcement laws 
of ‘the State, were returned by the New 
York County Grand Jur¥ yesterday, .as 
the number of arrests in the whiole citv 
approached 400. ~ 

Arrests were fewer yesterday because 
traffic in. liquor: had. been completely 
wiped .out for the time being, at, least. 
The next’step in the police fight will be 
an attack with search warrants on 
stocks ‘of liquor tllegally held. First 
Depyty Police Commissioner Leach ‘said 
yesterday that the police. would follow 
up: their work by locating and seizing 
bootleg whisky and liquor in cellars, 
store-rooms and other hiding places:

From: now on, the fight will. be of a dif- 
ferent kind. Public‘drinking is absolutely 
at an end in New York: O1ty as long as 
the present laws stand. 

‘* What we will have to fight from now 
on is schemes to beat the law and new 
methods which will_be invented to make 
police work harder. ‘So far the liquor 
people have hardly ‘had time ta. catch 
their breath, and have apparently 
thought of no new moves. 

‘* We have’ no figures yet on today’s 
arrests. On’ Sunday: a total of 134 ar- 
rests were made. On Saturday they 
eighty. On wsnursday. and 
Friday .combined, they numbered 107, 
making a total of 321 throughout: the 
city. 

“The amount of work which this 
places on the Police: Department is over- 
whelming and makes a large increase 
in. the number of policemen absolutely 
necessary.

also low. Litigation is expensive and 
the result precarious; if the claimant 
wins, he faces either appeal or compro- 
mise’if the owner is solvent and can 
collect nothing if- he is not, which is 
very often the case. In any case out 
of what he gets, after a law suit, he 
must pey out a third or.a half to 
counsel. 

‘3. If the owner is insured, first sur- 
gical aid may be furnished; rometimes, 
also, “by uninsured owners. In many 
cases, no; and there is no legal obliga- 
tion to do so. 

‘4, Two adjoining States, New Jersey 
and Connecticut, have already made 
provision, securing the payment of in- 
demnity in certain cases. Another ad- 
joining State, Massachusetts, has had @ 
commission study it, which reported in 
favor of a compulsory compensation in- 
surance law. 

‘*5. Bills have been before the pres- 
ent Legislature, supported by many citi-, 
zens, to provide for compulsory insur- 
ance of payment of indemnity, if 
awarded, or for compulsory insurance of 
payment of compensation. 

‘*“Under these ‘circumstances, lainly 
the whole matter should be investigated 
carefully on behalf of the Legislature, to 
the end that when it next convenes it 
may be prepared to take Rig) best and 
wisest action in regard .to legislation. 
The committee's hearings and reports 
will also certainly be of the highest 
value in correctly informing the public

Sylvan re- 
lied: he did not know. ae suggested 
relight charges as an element in the 
apparent difference in prices, To this 
Mr. Fertig replied that freight charges 
could not account for the differences 
shown in the company’s exhibits, Chair- 
man Hill ordered Mr. Fertig to. make 
up a list of the charges questioned, and 
submit them to the company that it 
might have opportunity to explain. 
Taking up the question of Maividends 
of the Western Electric Company, Mr. 
Fertig told the commission that these 
represented only part of the money paid 
out and were not evidence of profits. 
He alleged that in 1915 the Western 
Electric Company had a _ surplus of 
$24,000,000, that it issued stock, without 
par value, to the shareholders ‘and thus 
wrote off the surplus, turning it into 
the capital account. Mr. Sylvan gave as 
his opinion that the Western Electric 
Company was earning a little more than 
6 per cent. Mr. Fertig contended that 
the company really earned about 14 per 
cent. on the original cash investment. 
He asked Mr. Sylvan if this were not 
correct. The witness replied that he 
did not know, but would try to get the 
information from the Western BHlectric 
Company 

Objection to this line of questioning 
was interposed by. J. L. Swayze, general 
counsel for the telephone company. He 
moved to strike it out on the ground 
that the commission ‘was without juris- 
diction to go into’ Western Electric’s 
affairs.

MORAL SUASION UPON LABOR. 

** Moral suasion,’” which Mr. Gom- 
pies declares to be his ‘‘ only power,”’ 
has been exerted against BRINDELL’S 
Building Trades Council. It was the 
President of the Board of Aldermen 
who set the force in operation, and 
the fact gives the first clear hope of 
breaking BRINDELL’S evil influence. 

Over a year ago the man who is now 

in Sing Sing. sotght to extend his 
power, and his exaction of tribute, to 
the Housewreckers’ Union; and, fail- 
ing to do that, he ‘built up his own 
organization, which. supplanted it. 
The Housewreckers’ Union was affili- 
ated with the American Federation of 
Labor, and BRINDBLL’s substitute was 
an ‘‘ outlaw ’’ union; but the moral 
suasion of the Federation chiefs was 
not then working. BaINpELL raised 
the. housewreckers’ pay to $1 an 
hour; but the increase was largely 
offset by tribute he demanded, which 
oftem rose as high as $10 a week. As 
a result of the general activity of the 
Building Trades Couneil, moreover, 
men who had hitherto been regularly 
employed were largely thrown out of 
work, though we were in the midst of 
the housing crisis. Yet the moral 
suasion of the Federation leaders was 
still on a vacation. 
Last Saturday, ‘as it now appears, 
Major’ {LAGUARDIA brought ‘together 
the head ‘of the “ regular ”’ House- 
wreckers’ Union, ZARANKO, and repre- 
seatatives of the housewrecking con- 
tractors. No one was present from 
the Building Trades Council or from 
the ‘‘ outlaw ’’ union, no one from the 
American. Federation of -Labor. One 
may note, however, the presence of 
REAGAN of the State Department 
of Labor. The high morality of the 
that the housewreckers consented to 
take 65 cents instead of $1 an hour, 
with 75 cents for the skilled huskies 
who wield the crowbar, and that by 
doink so a strike scheduled for May 
1 was averted. Such concessions have 
abundant precedent, . having been 
widely accepted in ‘other trades; in 
view. of the. fall of commodity . prices 
they are fully warranted. . There is 
the further advantage that BRINDELL’s 
reign of graft is ended. With the re- 
sumption of construction which is 
already in progress, moreover, the 
workman's rent must also eventually 
fall. ’

—or more eloquently backed by ex- 
pediency.

THE RAILWAYS’ EQUITY. 

One of. Mayor GayrNor’s sententious 
remarks was that there are no divi- 
dends in, quarrels.

On behalf of the: savings banks’ Mr. 
Brock sets a good example by going 
tothe heart of the matter in remark- 
ing that there is too much “ proce- 
dure ” before the Railway Labor 
Board, and that its approach to the 
merits is too leisurely for the good .of 
wage payers or re- 
ceivers of interest or dividends. Mr. 
Brock remarks that ‘‘ all men have 
some rights,” and that the groups 
now quarreling have none of them 
any monopoly of equity, nor even of 
reason, in their arguments. For ex- 
ample, the railway workers are argu- 
ing for a rate of wages which,. if 
allowed for all workers, would wipe 
out the equity of either shareholders 
or bondholders in anything. Their 
argument is advanced by counsel who 
remark that railway wages are de- 
creasing and are only 52 per cent. of 
costs. Other wages are decreasing 
faster, and railway wages cannot be a 
monument any more than any other 
price when all prices are falling. Be- 
sides, railway wages do not represent 
the “labor ’’ cost of the companies. 
There is labor cost fn what the rail- 
ways pay for their coal and their ma~ 
terials and all that they buy. Argu- 
ments are aliunde when attested fig- 
ures show red entries in the profit and 
loss statement. Action is what that 
case calls for. 


THE BRITISH COAL DISPUTE. 
The resolute ‘stand of the Govern- 
ment has already removed two things 
from controversy in the coal strike. 
One is the threat that the mines might 
be destroyed while the question of 
wages was being settled. The nation 
will not permit one of its indispensable 
assets thus to be wiped out. That is 
now established. Yet the miners 
openly spoke of the flooding and ruin 
of the mines as a \‘‘ weapon” which 
they held in their hands and would 
not’ drop. The present head of the 
Miners’ National Federation, Mr..HErR- 
BERT SMITH, gave notice of this inten- 
tion long in advance. He declared: 
‘‘-There are no rules for the conduct 
‘* of industrial disputes, and: strikers 
‘are entitled to yse whatever means 
‘* they think are mpst likely to gain 
‘‘their end.” A wiser man now, he 
will not say that again. 

The other question eliminated from 
debate is that of a Government. sub- 
sidy for coal mining. This has. been 
proposed in various forins, some open, 
some disguised. One of the latter is 
for a ‘‘ standar@ wage” in all mines, 
no matter what their scale of profits. 
With the fact notorious that some 
mines could not pay such a wage, this 
proposal is,. of course, that the Gov- 
ernment make up the difference. I€ 
would mean a thinly concealed nation- 
alization of the rhines — the goal to 
which the radical leaders of the 
miners have long been heading. Their 
present scheme would - be Mmetrely to 
approach it by a circuitous route. But 
the Prime Minister has flatly told 
them that he will have none of it. 
There will be no Government subsidy 
for coal mining, direct or indirect. 

This throws the matter back to 
bargaining - between the owners and 
the wofkers, The industry was kept 
up on stilts as a War measure. Now 
it must get down to earth again.- Re- 
ductions in wages will be necessary, 
and these in some mines look large.

Then Representative Mondell of Wyo- 
ming, the Republican leader, proposed 
that he be seated. Mr. Mondell dented 
that the Bird statement showed ex- 
penditures in excess of $10,000, but re- 
fused the request of Democrats that/ 
the document be read. 

Declaring that ‘‘ the whole matter is 
a Democratic political trick,’’ Mr. Bird 
said in a statement tonight: 

‘My expenditures were entirely with- 
in the law. My statement under oath 
so showed, and has ‘been on file at all 
times..

This. recogni- 
tion was gps by the Bowle authort- 
ties, who. stered Bedwell. The New 
York Jockey, ‘Ctyb, -however, previously 
had refused! Bedwell recognition as an 
agent. BS ang ind ie 

In its action ‘today;: therefore. the 
Maryland Jéckey Club stands with the 
New York Jockey Club and refuses rec- 
ognition of the power of the Maryland 
Racing Commission to authorize ay 
agent. This. power is granted specifi. 
caly in the rules of the commission and.

|12-STORYBUILDING PLANNED 


Believed to Be a Record. 


‘ 


Bought for $30, 000 Fifty Year’ Ago, 
Million Was Refused in 1914— 
» New Rental "$100,000. 
Ba ER 6 oN th 


The small six-story building: at the 
northwest corner of Broadway and 
Thirty-fourth Street, which _ nestles 
against the towering H. Macy & 
PCo.*s department store, was leased yes- 
terday by George W. Loft, ,the candy 
/manufacturer, in one of the most in- 
teresting real estate transactions of the 
year, The deal, which is expected to 
open a new. chapter in the history of 
this unusual plot, will bring another 
important structural improvement into 
the Thirty-fourth Street shopping cen- 
tre. 

Robert S. Smith, retired -merchant, 
who was for many years head of R: 
Smith & Co., the Fourteenth Street 
cloak and suit house, has leased this 
plot to Mr. Loft for a term .of twenty- 
one years at $60,000 a year, plus taxes, 
which are expected to total.an addi- 
tional $15,000 a year. <A clause-in the 
lease empowers Mr. Loft to erect .on 
the site a modern building not less than 
twelve stories in height and costing not 
less than $200,000. Upon completion 
of this project the lease automatically 
renews itself for another~ twenty-one 
years, the new rent being based on a 
re-appraisement. 

Possession will be taken on Sept. 15, 
1924, when an existing lease held by the 
United Cigar Storés Company expires. 
Mr. Loft sald last night he had not 
definitely decided on the character of 
the improvement he intended to make, 
although he said. he would establish a 
candy store on the grade floor: He 
denied there was a deal pending with 
the cigar store interests which would 
assure him earlier possession. 


Meteoric Rise in Value. 


Real estate men declared yesterday 
that the lease has come very nearly 
establishing a new record for Manhattan 
real estate values. The corner, which 
contains only 1,250 square feet, has a 
Broadway frontage of 31 feet and a 
Thirty-fourth Street frontage of about 
50 feet, with an irregular, depth. 

It represents one of the most amazing 
increases in land values in the history 
of the city. . Mr. Smith paid the Rev. 
Alfred Duane Pell $375,000 in cash for 
the property in 1902. Only thirty years 
before, the father of Dr. Pell is said to 
have purchased it for only $30,000. In 
1914 Mr. Smith refused $1,000,000 for the 
orner, which today is considered to be 
orth even more. 

The inability of the Macy firm to ob- 
tain this strategic corner in connection 
with their present department store im- 
provement has for years provided con- 
siderable cause for comment in real 
estate circles, largely on account of the 
history of the corner in the last twenty 
ears and the circumstances surround- 

ng. its original acquisition by Mr. Smith.
